THE “VOLGA” IN A TY2HOON. 


Captain Guirand, of the Mossagerios 
Maritimes Company’s steamor Volga, 
reports ono of the severest typhoons 
over experienced on his voyago from 
Japan :—We left Yokoliama on Sun- 
day the Lith instant at half-past nine 
in the morning, with wind from the 
N.E, weathor rainy, barometer stand. 
ing at 763 mm. After doubling 
Kanonsaki the wind freshened, and the 
rain coased. At 5 p.m. we doubled 
Rock Island; ati 8 passod Omae, wind 
variable but light, blowing from the fi. 
to.N.E. During the night squalls 
were almost continuous from the K..to 
NB, bar. 76L mm. At 10 o’clock on 
the morning of the 12th, we doubled 
Oo-Sima with a nice threo“mile breeze 
from B.N.E. to N.. but a heavy sca, 
which I attributed to the influence .of 
the current from. Kuro-Siwo, in the 
middle of which wo were. At Spim. wo 
passed 12 miles to the south of Cape 
Murako; at9 the weather cleared in the 
north, a lirht variable breeze blowing 
from the N.E, with a heavy swell al- 
ways coming fromthe east. Set bearings 
for CapoTouri ; squalls and wind very 
variable from the east and south, the 
barometer insensibly falling; at 2 a.m. 
it stood at 758, but there was nothing 
in the appearance of the sky to indi- 
cuto the approach of bad weather. 
Procecded until scven o'clock, when 
thd squatls became heavier from the 
$.0. and tho barometer foll Ll m.m. 
within an hour. Awnings were taken 
in, and proparations made for bad 
weather, At nino o’clock a violent 
sqnall-sent the barometer down 2 m.m., 
the sea at the same time becuming more 
boisterous. After the squall, the breeze 
freshened more and more and the baro- 
meter continued to descend rapidly, 
Ithen observed that we were in the 
presence of a typhoon, which was right 
befure us. As we were 29 miles south 
of Cape Isa it was impossible to take 
the coast, with the barometer indi- 
cating that the weather wonld be very 
violent, so I resigned myself to con- 
tinue my course which would lead me 
tight into the centro of the typhoon.

New York, August 20th.—The Tribune's 
London special says: ~The capitulation of 
the Lords over tho Land bill exhibited tho’ 
weakness and the division oP the.Conser- 
The denials of Gladstone 
and Lord Salisbury that matters had been 
squared, are strictly correct, but uadoubt- 
edly an informal exchange of views pre- 
pared the way for tho surrender of the 
Upper House. Lord Cairns and Mr. Gib- 
son were the negotiators for. the Conser- 
vatives. Lord Carlingford and. Mr. Hers- 
chel for the Government. The interfer- 
ence of, Cairns has been a blow to Salis~ 
bury’s leadership. Gladstono and Salis- 
‘bury were in the country Sunday and Mon- 
day. The-latter was informed by Cairns 
that the Irish landlords had ‘resolved to 
compromise, Salisbury and the active 
Fories are chagrincd. The latter affirms 
that the defection of Cairns was the sdlo 
cause of their defeat. The Queen is said 
to have secured the arrangement by inti- 
mating to Salisbury that if he refused to - 
appeal to the country on a’ question invol+ 
ving the House of Lords, there was abso- 
lutely no course open but. to ‘capitulate. 
His conduct througtout betrays simple | 
obstinacy. “Disraeli, if alive, might have 
repeated his ’67 tactics, defeated the Go- 
_vernment bill and taken office, and have ' 
“dished” the Whigs by adopting peasant 
proprietary, pute and simple. Such a . 
step, if approved by the Tories, would have 
secured a majority in the House of Com- 
mons. The present Tory leaders lack the 
dash for such an enterprise. 

As passed, the-bill is substantially tho 
same as when it left the House of Commons.
